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WEST WINS CROWS’ 


NEST PASS 
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Ottawa, Feb. 26.—The western 
provinces have won their appeal in 
the Crow’s Nest Pass rates case. The 
Supreme Court of Canada decided this 
morning that the Crow's Nest Pass 
Act was binding on the board of rail- 
way commissioners for Canada. 

Interpretation of Supreme Court 

Finding in Crow Case 

Ottawa, Feb, 26.—Crow's Nest rates 
are binding on the board of railway 
commissioners and on the commodities 
specified in the act, cannot be exceed- 
ed by the commission. But they ap- 
ply only to points in existence on the 
C.P.R. when the Crow’s Nest Pass Act 
was passed in 1897. Such is the gist 
of the judgment of the supreme court 
of Canada on the appeal of the west- 
ern provinces against a ruling of the 
board of railway commissioners, By a 
majority judgment the board of rail- 
way commissioners had held that its 
authority went beyond the Crow's 
Nest Pass rates. 

The appeal came before the — su- 
preme court on a series of questions, 
and the issue was whether the Crow's 
Nest rates are binding on the board. 
The prairie provinces win their ap- 
peal. But the appeal is dismissed 
on the point whether the Crow's Nest 
rates are applicable to all points on 
the C.P.R. On this latter point, Mr 
Justice Idington dissents from the 
judgment of his colleagues, 

Justice Aglin on Discriminations 

As to any resulting discriminations 
Chief Justice Anglin, in his reasons, 
comments:

“We, therefore, think it clear that 
the application for the Crow's Nest 
rates is confined to traffic between 
points which, were on the C.P.R. in 
1897.” 

Further Chief Justice Anglin says: 
Many Matters Yet to be Considered 

“There remains to be noted a point 
raised by counsel for Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, that the C.P.R. 
has in the tariffs, disallowed by the 
order of October 14, fixed Megantic, 
Quebec, as the most easterly point 
to which it applied the Crow’s Nest 
rates, whereas it is contended those 
rates should be extended to the port 
of St. John, N.B., the easternmost 
point on the C.P.R. as it existed in 


11897, On this matter it need only be 


said that it does not fall within the 
scope of questions of law and juris- 
diction submitted, and as indicated in 


{the opinion of the chief commission- 


er, it would appear to be one of the 
other manifold subjects remaining for 
consideration after the settlement of 
the main question and undetermined 
by the present decision of the board. 
It is not before the court on the pres- 
ent appeal. 

“In the appeals from the board of 
railway commissioners the functions 
of the supreme court are very cir- 
cumscribed. When it has declared 
and certified the law as it finds it and 
s accordingly allowed or disallowed 
appeal for which leave is given, 
se functions are exhausted. How- 
ever grace, however disastrous Ahe 
consequences the court powerless 
to afford a remedy. 

Remedy Lies With Parliament 

“The board of railway commission 
ers, in its turn, can only apply and 
administer the law as it stands. If 
under the existing law, unreasonable 
rates must be imposed or unfair dis- 
crimination sanctioned, with the

PRESIDENT EBERT OF GER- 
MANY DEAD 


Berlin, Feb. 28—Friederich Ebert, 
the first president of the German re- 
public, died at 10.15 this morning of 
peritonitis following an operation for 
appendicits five days ago. 

The former saddle-maker whose 
skill in guiding the infant republic 
through the turbulent years of its 
existence was acknowledged by his 
bitterest enemies, made a gallant fight | 
for life. 

But his system had been under 
mined by an attack of influenza pre- 
ceding the operation and his heart 
Was not equal to the burden imposed 
by the poison which had spread 
through his system. 

Herr Ebert was first taken serious- 
ly ill late Monday night when physic 
ians pronounced his case as appendi- 
citis. The operation disclosed condi- 
tions leading the surgeons to believe 
that the president had suffered for 
years, The appendix was slightly per- 
forated and the operation, it was 
thought at the time, had been made 
just in time to save his life. 

After a brief period of apparent 
rallying from the operation, periton- 
itis developed and a relapse came 
Wednesday night. This was follow- 
ed, however, by another rally which 
was so pronounced as to create gen-)} 
eral optimism that the patient had | 
passed the crisis successfully.

That 
the self-elected leaders of the alleged 
proletariat (or propertyless persons) 
had not the slightest notion as to the 
nature or functions of Capital did not 
matter, “Capitalism: there is the 
enemy!” was the war cry of Lenine 
and Trotzky, and the mere handful 
of Communists who pretended to re- 
present the 150,000,000 Russians. Des- 
troy Capital, or, rather, take posses- 
sion of it in the name of the Soviet, 
and all was to be well with the 
fortunate people freed from the gal- 
ling chains of property. 


What happened after the various 
Soviet decrees nationalized all prop- 
erty was exactly what anyone at all 
familiar with past history, to say 
nothing of unchangeable economic 
laws, might have foretold. The people, 
that is, the 600,000 Communists, got 
control of all the vast properties of 
the great Russian domain. Then at 
once the trouble began. The peasants, 
to whom the land had been given, 
loudly protested against having a 


|laige percentage of their farm pro- 
| ducts taken away from them by force, 


and receiving in return only bunches 
of colored paper called rubles. They 
could not see the joke of working 
hard, digging wealth out of the earth, 
only to turn over a large share of it 
to Soviet agents, So the land policy 
was changed, and the peasants now 
have practically private ownership of 
the land they till. 


Next, manufacturing industry 
challenged the Soviet rule, The 
factories were turned over to commit 
tees appointed by Communist ayents, 
but it was quickly found that some- 
thing more than plants and labor were 
needed. Managerial ability, a sound 
currency, and the system of bank 
credits wrongly termed capitalism, , 
were lacking, so that production fell | 


far short of pre-war conditions. Now |

GOVERNMENT OF TURKEY RE- 
SIGNS 


Constantinoule, March 3.—The 
Turkish government has resigned 

The Turkish cabinet formed last 
November with Fetis Bey as premier, 
was recently confronted with a ser- 
ious situation due to the outbreak of a 
rebellion in Kurdistan. The rebels un- 
der Sheik Said, not only demanded 
autonomy for their country, but an 
nounced their determination to restore 
the caliphate abolished by the Angora 
government. To this end they are re 
ported to have proclaimed Prince 
Selim, son of the former sultan, Abdu! 
Hamid, as King of Kurdistan and to 
have issued an appeal to the popula- 
tion which said: 

Appeal to People 

“Your caliphate awaits you. No 
Mohammedism is possible without the 
caliphate. The present government is 
opposed to religion.” 

The Nationalists took prompt mili- 
tary measures to quell the insurrec- 
tion and some fighting has been re- 
ported, but there has been nothing to 
indicate a decisive engagement or 
that the position of the Angora gov- 
ernment was in any way threatened.
